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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed October 23, 2002 in 
which claims 1 and 12 were amended and claim 4 was cancelled. 

The rejection of claim 12 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph is withdrawn in 
view of the amendment to the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-10 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cunningham (US 5,679,116) with Udelhofen (US 4,231,759) as an 
evidentiary reference for the reasons of record. 

3. Claims 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cunningham as applied to the claims above, and further in view of Malfer (US 
5,725,612) for the reasons of record. 

4. Claims 1 -3 and 5-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Malfer (US 5,725,612) in view of Aiello (US 5,006,1 30) for the reasons of record. 

Applicant argues that Cunningham teaches that the carrier fluid (fluidizer) is 
present in the composition in a greater amount than the detergent, whereas in the 
present invention the fluidizer is present in a lesser amount than the detergent 
combination. 

It should be noted that Claim 1 of the present invention does not require the 
presence of the fluidizer. Applicant has clearly set forth that this component is optional. 
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Therefore, it is irrelevant that Cunningham teaches a composition containing a greater 
amount of fluidizer than detergent. 

Applicant argues that Malfer teaches a composition wherein there is a greater 
amount of carrier fluid (fluidizer) than detergent. 

Malfer teaches that the composition contains the carrier fluid and detergent in a 
ratio of about 0.3:1 . Applicant is claiming a ratio of less than 0.2. It is well settled that a 
prima facie case of obviousness exists where the claimed ranges and prior art ranges 
do not overlap but are close enough that one skilled in the art would have expected 
them to have the same properties. Titanium Metals Corp. v. Banner, 227 USPQ 773 
(Fed. Cir. 1985).
